duced a bill the other day appropri­ 
ating $1.000,000 for the establishment 
of a chain of stores to be organized 
and operated along the lines of the 
commissary stores in the canal strip 
on the Isthmus of Panama. 
The Perger measure asks that the 
secretary of the interior, at the ea r­ 
liest practicable time, establish in the 
city of Washington, at suitable places, 
I stores for the sale, at cost price, of 
staple commodities to all employes of 
; the federal gov ernment. 
A clause in Berger’s bill prov ides 
I for the ex tension of facilities already 
I at hand until such time as the chain

i racks, D. 0., and at nav y yard station,

London. March 8 .—Lieutenant Sir 
; Ernest Shackleton, the south p olar ex ­ 
p lorer, commenting on Cap t. Amund­ 
sen’s announcement that he discov ­ 
ered the south p ole, p oints out that 
Dec. 14 to 17 means that when he 
reached the geograp hical p ole he wait­ 
ed three day s taking noon observ a­ 
tions, so as to accurately determine 
his p osition and ex clude any uncer­ 
tainty . 
The adv antage of three day s' 
observ ations, 
Lieutenant 
Shackleton 
ex p lains, are these: 
Assuming that 
the ex p lorer took a noon observ ation 
of the altitude of the sun and found he 
was at the p ole a degree of uncertain­ 
ty would ex ist because of the slow 
mov ements of the sun, which com­ 
p letes a circle with a hardly p ercep ti­ 
ble rise or fall. 
If an observ ation is 
taken on the second day at the same 
sp ot and the difference of the deelina 
tion of the sun in its north or south 
p ath corresp onds with the observ ation 
the day before, and it does this on the 
third day , he may safely assume that 
his p osition is accurate. 
If he was 
using the theodolite, which Is undoubt­ 
edly a most accurate instrument, there 
is no doubt that he could ascertain the 
p osition of the p ole to one mile.” 
Lieutenant 
Shackleton 
hav ing 
in 
mind the conflicting earlier rep orts, 
raises the question, did Cap tain Scott 
reach the p ole p rior to Dec. 14? Ev en 
if he did, say s the lieutenant, the same 
meed of p raise should be awarded to 
Cap tain Amundsen as the Norwegian 
would grant to Cap tain Scott if the 
conditions were rev ersed. 
Lieutenant 
Shackleton sp eculates on the p ossihil- 
ty of the two ex p editions after reach­ 
ing the Beardmore glacier being in 
touch with each other sufficiently to 
he aware of their resp ectiv e mov e­ 
ments or ev en a conv ergence by dif­ 
ferent routes across the glacier with a 
dramatic meeting at the p ole. 
Reading between the lines of Lieut­ 
enant Shackleton’s sp eculations, it is 
ev ident that he is Inclined to think 
j that Amundsen's dogs and ski runners 
hav e beaten Scott’s p onies and p edes­ 
trians.

Washington. March 8 .—After a con 
ference with Secretary Stimson and 
other members of the cabinet Iasi 
ev ening President Taft decided to senc 
two more regiments of troop s to the 
Mex ican border. 
The war dep artment 
has not determined from which p ost? 
these two regiments will be drawn 
but they will come from some of the 
p osts in the northern p art of the coun 
try . 
Orders will be issued for these 
1,700 men to p roceed at once for E! 
Paso. 
They will reinforce the troop s 
that are already stationed at that cit> 
under Colonel Steev er of the Fourth 
cav alry . The two additional regiment.* 
are to reliev e troop s stationed at El 
Paso, which will be immediately hur 
ried out for p atrol duty on the bor 
der. 
President Taft and his war de 
p artment adv isers hav e finally decided 
to establish a chain guard along the 
border almost as strong as the one 
established in the recent rev olution 
against Diaz. 
It is ex p ected that th« 
ordering of the two new regiments tc 
the border is only the forerunner of 
the mov ement of further troop s. 
It i> 
likely , howev er, that the mov ement ol 
troop s will be v ery gradual. 
The decision to establish a chain 
guard along the border rep resents an 
effort on the j>art of the p resident and 
his adv isers to lend Madero a help ing 
hand in p rev enting the carry ing of 
firearms and ammunition into Mex ico 
from the United States for the rebel 
forces. 
Madero has comp lained bit­ 
terly of the help that the rev olution 
ists hav e obtained in this way , and the 
p resident and his adv isers hav e decid 
ed to do ev ery thing p ossible to remov e 
this cause of irritation. 


CAPITAL IN DANGER 


Madero May Appeal to Foreigners to 


Raise a Regiment. 
Mex ico City , March 8 .—It is rep ort­ 
ed that President Madero is about to 
issue an ap p eal to foreigners to form 
a regiment to help in the defense of 
the city from attack.

Senate Action Came as a Bit 


ot a Surprise. 


Washington, March 8 .—By amending 
them to such an ex tern that they are 
p ractically 
emasculated, the senate 
has p ractically killed the general ar­ 
bitration treaty bills. 
The v ote was 
a surp rise, as adv ocate« of the treaty 
were confident of success. The defeat 
of the treaties was made p ossible by 
the Democrats v oting solidly and with 
the assistance of a few p rogressiv e* 
senators and Senator Lorimer of Illi­ 
nois. 
Senators Lodge. Root and Barton alf* 
agree that the treaties will not be ac­ 
cep ted by foreign nations in the form 
in which they were finally ratified. On 
the final v ote of ratification in the sen­ 
ate only three v otes were cast against 
the treaties, and these were by Sena­ 
tors Reed of Missouri ami Marline of 
New Jersey . Democrats, and Senator 
Lorimer of Illinois, Rep ublican, 
Immediately after the disp osition of 
the treaties the senate agreed by unan 
imous consent to v ote on the case of 
Senator Isaac Step henson on Monday , 
March 25. 
The senate 
eliminated 
from 
the 
p emiing treaties with France and Eng­ 
land the v ital p aragrap h relating to 
the joint high commission, and other­ 
wise curtailed their scop e. 
Adv isers 
of the 
administration 
acknowledge 
that the treaties are dead and that 
they p robably will nev er be submitted 
in 
their p resent 
mangled 
form to 
France and England for ratification. 
Not only this, but 
negotiations that 
were already under way for similar 
treaties with Germany , Switzerland, 
Jap an and p ossibly one or two other 
countries, are knocked in the head. 
There was great rejoicing among 
the Roosev elt sup p orters as soon as 
the v ote on the im{>ortant joint com­ 
mission clause became known, and 
Senator Dix on hurriedly sent a tele­ 
gram informing the colonel that the 
senate had sustained the Roosev elt 
v iew of the treaties.
